AIR FORCE SAYS 
DISCOVERER Il 
HAS BURNED UP 


INGLEWOOD, Calif., April 
27 (AP)—Satellite Discoverer 
II, fired into a polar orbit 
April 13, has re-entered the 
earth’s atmosphere and burned 
up, the Air Force said today. 

It fixed the time at prior 
to 10:40 a.m. (St. Louis time) 
yesterday, on the moonlet’s 
206th trip around the earth. 

A flaming object plunged to 
earth near Richmond, South 
Africa, with a roar that shook 
houses for miles around Sat- 
urday night. There was specu- 
lation that the object was the 
United States satellite. 

The Department of Defense 
here said it had no informa- 
tion that would indicate Dis- 
coverer II fell near the Afri- 
can town. 

Some space experts doubted 
that Discoverer II would have 
fallen with such a colorful im- 
pact. They said the satellite 
probably burned up high in 
the earth’s atmosphere and the 
flaming object that fell in 
Africa was most likely a me- 
teorite.

provides defense counsel,” Gib- 
bons said. “But this proposed 
legislation would prevent a un- 
ion official from receiving sim- 
ilar aid from his organization. 
This is a definite departure 
from the American contept that 
an individual is innocent until 
proven guilty.” 

Gibbons and Zagri both crit- 
icized “criminal sanctions” 
provided in the event of cer- 
tain violations. Other federal 
regulatory laws usually pro- 
vide for issuance of a “cease 
and desist’ order when a vio- 
lation is detected and charges 
of contempt of court if the 
order is ignored, they said.

NAACP, TAKE 
6 NEW CASES TO 
SUPREME: COURT

WASHINGTON, April 27—

Last June the Supreme 
Court held that the N.A.A.C.P. 
was constitutionally entitled to 
withhold its members’ names 
unless a state showed an over- 


riding interest. Fear of reprisal |. 


in the South, the court said, 
would inhibit activities in be- 
half of Negro rights if names 
were published. 

That case came from Ala- 
bama. The same case is now 
back befere the Supreme Court 
|in a new posture. 

Refusal by State Court. 
This second round results 
from a ruling by the Alabama 
Supreme Court, in effect refus- 
ing to implement last year’s 
decision by the United States 
Supreme Court. «The. signifi- 
cance of that refusal can be ex- 
plained only aginst the back- 
ground of the case. 

It began in 1956, when Ala- 
bama’s attorney general filed 
a complaint that the N.A.A.C.P. 
had not complied with the state 
corporation registration statute. 
That same. day, without a 
hearing, an Alabama judge is- 
sued a “temporary” restraining 
order forbidding the N.A.A.C.P. 
to do any business in the state. 
The association said that as 
a non-profit organization it did 
not come under the state cor- 
poration law, But when it of- 


was enjoined from doing so 
while the court proceeding con- 
tinued. 
The Attorney General next 
moved to ‘make the N.A.A.C.P. 
produce various records, in- 
cluding membership lists. The 
association refused to name its 
members and was fined $100,- 
000 for contempt. Under Ala- 
bama law, the contempt finding 
prevented it from carrying on 
the original court battle over 
registration as a corporation. 
The Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion reversed the contempt 
finding on the grounds that the 
N.A.A.C.P. had produced all 
requested records except mem- 
bership lists, which could not 
be required. The high court 
remanded the case to the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court “for pro- 
ceedings not inconsistent with 
this opinion.” 

N.A.A.C.P. Request. 
At that point the N.A.A.C.P. 
asked the Alabama high court 
to expunge the contempt find- 
ing entirely and send the case 
back to the Alabama trial 
court for proceedings on the 
corporation statute. Unless 
and until the N.A.A.C.P. could 
win those proceedings, it was 
still kept out of business in 
the state by the 1956 “tem- 
porary restraining order.” 
The Alabama Supreme Court 
did nothing from last summer 
until Feb. 12. Then it handed 
down an opinion reaffirming 
the original contempt finding. 
The opinion said the United 
States Supreme Court had 
rested its decision on the “mis- 
taken premise” that the N.A. 
A.C.P. had produced all .ocu- 
ments demanded except mem- 
bership lists. There was noth- 
ing in the record to show that, 
the court said, and so the 
N.A.A.C.P. was still in con- 
tempt. 
The refusal of a state court 
to obey a Supreme Court de- 
cision presents a delicate prob- 
lem, but it is not a new one 
to the high court. In its earliest 
days it met a similar refusal 
of Virginia’s highest court by 
entering a final judgment 
itself, without remand. It still 


has power to do so. 
Other Cases. 
Whatever happens finally in 
the Alabama case will un- 
doubtedly affect the others 
that are pending. 
The Georgia case began with 
a demand by the state revenue 
department for voluminous 
records going back seven years. 
‘On the day tthis demand was 
i'made, local N.A.A.C.P. officials 
'were served with a contempt 
citation. 
Shortly afterward they were 
tried and found guilty of con- 
tempt and fined $25,000. 
At that point the associa- 
tion’s lawyers fell or were

(AP) — Secretary of Labor | 
James P. Mitchell said today | 
it appears many employers | 
have not field copies of their | 
pension and welfare plans with | 
his agency as required by a 
1958 law. 

Mitchell told a Senate appro- | 
priations subcommittee he had. 
estimated® 250,000 plans would | 
be filed by the deadline, April | 
1 this year, but that so far only | 
between 135,000 and 150,000 | 
had been submitted. 

The act was passed by Con- | 
gress last year in an effort to | 
curb abuses in administration | 
of the plans, which cover about | 
30 billion dollars worth of | 
assets. The law requires not | 
only the filing of copies of the | 
plans but also an annual fi- | 
nancial report. These reports | 
are to be made public. 

The Secretary pointed out | 
that the law’ did not give him | 
power to enforce the filing | 
requirement.

IT HAS BEEN SAID that 


) “Chicken is all things to all 


cooks” and surely there is 
much truth in the statement. 
It adapts itself to any type 
of recipe, from the simplest 
to the subtly seasoned epi- 
curean delight. It is equally 
at home at the barbecue pit or 
on a damask-covered table in 
a candlelit room. 

Broil it, simmer it, fry it, 
roast it, fricassee it—and you 
have a dish to serve with pride. 
It has made gastronomic his- 
tory in every country, and 
many of these foreign dishes 
have become American fav- 
orites. 

To all of these virtures, add 


» the practical consideration that 
* it is one of the thriftiest buys 


in food stores today. This is 


' true whether you choose the 
/ young. broiler-fryers, 


stewing 
chickens, or chicken by the 
piece. In any form, chicken 
can be turned into an inex- 
pensive and delicious main 
dish. 

Chicken Paprika (golden 
fried chicken topped with a 
creamy, paprika - flavored 
gravy) is a gourmet dish even 
the beginner cook can prepare 
with ease. The secret of this 
recipe’s goodness lies in the 
gravy, made rich and smooth 
with sour cream and delicately 
flavored with paprika and in- 
stant minced onion, 

This delightful company dish 
needs only the addition of a 
hot vegtable and a tossed green 
salad to complete the menu. 
For dessert, try warm apple pie 
with wedges of cheese.

Sometimes 
identified as heavy stewing 
hens, they weigh four and one- 
half pounds or over. The aver- 


age size bro-hen simmers to

Secretary of Commerce 
Lewis L. Strauss told the con- 
vention that America must re- 
sist inflation and maintain na- 
tional solvency. This is the 
country’s only hope, he said, 
of meeting the Communist 
campaign of economic penetra- 
tion among the uncommitted 
countries. 

He pictured the Russians as 
“dumping” aluminum, cotton, 
tin and other commodities at 
less than the cost of produc- 
tion to wrest overseas markets 
from the Western powers. 
Strauss said low-interest loans 
and “a huge army” of techni- 
cians who are really spies and 
provocateurs accompany the 
Soviet economic and trade of- 
sensives.

Under foot, it can be black, 
rich soil, thawing mud or per- 
manently frozen crust. From 
the porthole of a Soviet jet air- 
liner, it is an ocean of land, 
passing at 10 miles a minute 
with barely a twinkle of a 
house, the few constellations of 
villages and towns below indis- 
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or samples the ‘tife in different 
corners of Siberia and the So- 
viet Far East, can hardly judge 
whether the region is truly hur- 
rying toward its mighty destiny, 
whether Communist planners 
and wide-eyed Soviet youths 
have found the way to tame its 
vastness and harness its riches. 

But the stranger was forced 


in mid-March, when he first set 


foot in Siberia at Irkutsk, to 
shed the heavy coat that pre- 
conception and coddled Musco- 
vites had compelled him to 
wear. And in the next two 
weeks he had to shed a good 
number of notions about Siberia 
and its people. 


People Radiate Hope. 

If the visitor’s eyes saw win- 
ter, he felt spring. If living 
seemed cold and bitter, many 
of the men aad*women around 
him radiated warmth and pride 
and houpe.. / ‘ se 

No doubt daily, hundteds of 
Siberians, like people elsewhere 
in the Soviet Union, make their 
way to government offices to 
see avout fe of the 
new avartments- ‘abandon- 
ing their cramped, old commi- 
nal quarters, a little more 
cramped, rustic and quaint in 
Siberia than elsewhere. Dozens 
of them daily crowd around to 
feel the new bolt of wool at 
the department store ahd to 
pinch the few tangerines from 
China. 


But in Siberia, if you crash 
the huddles and ask questions, 
the answers carry a peculiar 
twist. The visitor was fairly 
free to inquire. Mh fact, contact 


; 
Zt 
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of thousands, are being urged 
to join the menfolk, three of 
every four of whom tell you 
that they landed in Siberia 
simply “after the war” or 
“after the army.” ~ 

Whatever way they got there, 
they say that they do not want 
to leave now, not when there 
is good work, new opportunity 
for the young, the “cleanest air 
in the world.” 

Whatever the visitor thinks 
of the rate or quality of prog- 
ress, he senses momentum. 
And most of. the old and new 
Siberians he meets find the 
momentum exhilarating. 

Vast Resources. 

In Moscow, the wealth of the 
region, is depicted in stagger- 
ing statistics, in plans and 
goals, in vast potential savings. 
So, too, in local Siberian ad- 
ministrative bodies. 

True, there seems to be 
everything: cheap and immense 
water power, coal, iron ore, 


lumber, aluminum, gold tung- | 
sten, nickel, cobalt, salt, mica, 
graphite, asbestos, newly dis- 
covered diamonds, and miles’ 


and miles of nothing waiting 
to be asked what they have to 
offer. -

-To this measure the Senate attached two 
important amendments. One is a modified 
bill of rights salvaged from Senator McClel- 
lan’s.unsympathetic proposal. 

In the last hours of consideration the Sen- 
ate finally struck out of these rights two 
plainly punitive gimmicks. One created the 
possibility that unions would be compelled to 
disclose their membership lists even to hos- 
tile employers. The other authorized the Sec- 
retary of Labor to enforce union members’ 
rights by injunction suits—an authority which 
Secretary Mitchell opposed because it would 
have meant widespread federal interference 
in the internal affairs,.of unions. ° 

What is left is a modified settion which up- 
holds freedom of speech and freedom from 
unwarranted discipline and permits individ- 
ual union members to.sue unions to sustain 
such rights. This desirable amendment was 
adopted in a 77 to 14 vote which pitted 59 
Democrats and 18 Republicans against one 
Democrat (Senator Lausche of Ohio) and 13 
Republicans.. That was a decisive vote for 
making union leaders more responsible to 
their membership and protecting members 
from arbitrary action.

Moreover, the Senators added an important 
“hot cargo” provision to the bill without 
Senator Kennedy’s objection. The provision 
would make it illegal for a union and common 
carrier to agree to withhold shipments from 
another employer. This section is aimed di- 
rectly at the hot cargo boycotts of the Team- 
sters, whose growing power is described 
elsewhere on this page. 

The hot cargo amendment approaches Sec- 
retary Mitchell’s proposal to bar secondary 
boycotts which coerce an employer ted@®ease 
doing business with others. But the Senate 
bill does not include this or the other Mitchell 
proposal against blackmail picketing; and 
these two provisions should be incorporated 
into labor law. 

Two fundamental questions still must be 


answered about labor reforms. Will the House ‘ 


avoid the political byplay of last year and pass 
an effective bill? And will the Senate now 
seriously consider the Administration's pro- 
posals. on blackmail picketing and secondary 
boycotts? 

We hope the answer in both cases is af- 
firmative. If it is, this Congress may claim 
to have produced the first real labor reform 
since the Taft-Hartley Act was adopted a 
dozen years ago. 


The Case of Fred Mudgeit 


The disturbing parole case of Fred Mudgett 
at Fulton State Hospital fully, justifies an 
overhaul of the machinery through which it 
is decided whether patients are sufficiently 
improved to be released from Missouri men- 
tal hospitals. With praiseworthy zeal, the 
State Mental Health Commission is already 
moving toward an investigation. 


Mudgett was committed to the institution 
as a criminal psychopath after beating and 
criminally assaulting a St. Joseph girl six 
years ago. Three years later he escaped. For 
a year he was at large. After two more years’ 
confinement, he was recommended by the in- 
stitution for court review of his parole appli- 
cation. 


Only at the hearing before Circuit Judge 
Frank D. Connett Jr. was it disclosed that on 
the eve of his escape in 1956 Mudgett beat 
and criminally attacked a woman psychologist 
at the institution. That fact did not appear in 
the prison records. So the court might have 
released this man without knowing of the re- 
petition of his offense, a salient fact which 
might well have been determining. 


It is litthe wonder that Judge Connett 
denied the application for parole. But it is 
cause for considerable wonder that the pa- 
tient should have been recommended for pa- 
role review after repetition of his crime 
and subsequent escape, and without mention 
of the second felony. The least that can be 
required of proceedings looking toward the 
possible release of mental patients is that all 
the facts be known by those responsible for 
decision. 


Custard Stands at Gettysburg 


President Eisenhower’s Representative in 
Congress, James M. Quigley of the Nineteenth 
Pennsylvania District, has appealed to the 
White House to join in efforts to acquire 
ground which ought to be added to the Na- 
tional Park Service holdings in the Gettysburg 
battlefield area. Congressman Quigley says 
that unless. protective steps are taken, ‘‘cus- 
tard stands and beer parlors” will soon out- 
number the grave markers and the monu- 
ments to the men of both the Blue and the 
Gray who struggled there in early July, 1863. 


The Representative from the Gettysburg 
district does not want the land acquired for 
withdrawal from productive use. On the con- 
trary, he and others who are concerned about 
the future of the Gettysburg area are eager 
for the National Park Service to own the 
land but to lease it for approved cultivation. 
This is true of much of the area now owned. 
The famous Peach Orchard of military his- 
tory is again a peach orchard. But those who 
own privately adjacent battlefield areas can- 
not be expected to decline attractive offers 
from would-be commercializers. That is why

“Taxation without representation,” that 

Revolutionary war cry, is shouted today at 
state and city income taxes which affect non- 
residents. What does the slogan mean, and is 
it as relevant today as it was in 17757 Some 
answer might come from Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee hearings on: proposals to # one 
hibit states from taxing income of out-of-state 
residents. 
At least 25 of the 32 states with income 
taxes from non-residents. New York 
gains $25,000,000 a year from persons living 
outside New York—mostly New Jersey and 
Connecticut commuters—and the sum is about 
equal to Missouri’s total income tax*revenue. 
New Jersey's Gov. Meyner has threatened 
to refuse to supply pay data on New Yorkers 
working,in New Jersey until New York gives 
tax relief to Jerséyites employed there. 

Conflicts have arisen in many places. Mas- 
sachusetts jailed Annis A. Vautier of New 
Hampshire, who works in Boston, for failure 
to pay the Massachusetts tax. Vautier, co- 
founder of a Committee to Oppose Nonresi- 
dent State Income Tax, insists he will not pay. 
And on the municipal level many central 
cities, St. Louis included, have run into sub- 
urban opposition to city income and earnings 
taxation (though cities get authority to tax 
from state legislatures in which suburbanites 
are represented). ee 

This session of Congress is unlikely to pre- 
vent non-resident taxation, and it can discover 
good reasons for refusing to do so. Since the 
beginning, the states have imposed all sorts 
of taxes applying to residents and non-resi- 
dents alike—special excises of all kinds, sales 
‘levies, franchise taxes, etc. 

In these cases the test has been, not place 
of residence, but place of purchase or busi- 
ness. In the case of the income tax the test, 


again, is not where a citizen lives but where - 


he earns his money. This factor is as im- 
portant as residence, particularly in these 
days of great mobility when Americans pay 
little heed to local boundaries in their eco- 
nomic activities. It would be highly unrealis- 
tic to deprive states, or cities, of a reason- 
able tax claim on earnings produced within 
their boundaries. 


City Manager Victories 

The city manager form of local government 
scored at least four victories to one defeat in 
the Illinois municipal elections this week... It 
was adopted in Highland and Salem, in South- 
ern Illinois, and in Northlake, in the northern 
part of the state. In Wood River, where the 
plan is in operation, taxpayers voted almost 
2 to 1 to keep it. In Benton the plan was de- 
feated. There are now four city manager 
communities in Madison and St. Clair coun- 
ties—Alton, Wood River, Highland and Mas- 
coutah. And there will be more as costs. of 
city government go up and small cities and 
towns find it necessary to get increasingly ef- 
ficient service for their tax dollars. 


On the Missouri side of the river a Charter 
Commission is at work in Kirkwood trying to 
decide what form of government to propose 
for that community, now suffering under the 
outmoded commission form. Is there a les- 
son for Kirkwood in the Illinois results? 


New Migrants te the Cities 


The metropolitan centers of the United 
States are acquiring a new type of “back- 
ward” citizen, the man forced off the land 
yet not adapted to the.city in which he seeks 
refuge. His characteristics are not the same 
as those of such earlier urban “underpriv- 
ileged” groups as immigrants from abroad. 
These, too, were not prepared for the con- 
centrated, industrialized communities to 
which they came, yet most of them were eager 
to make the adjustment. For them, the cities 
were an educational experience. 


As Webster Jones, former president of 
Rutgers and of the University of Arkansas 
and now president of the National Council 
of Christians and Jews, pointed out in St. 
Louis recently, the new migrant does not 
take advantage of ‘the urbanizing helps of 
churches, schools, settlement houses and 
other agencies. On the contrary, he: avoids 
them. This means over-crowded housing 
which often leaves a neighborhood tavern as 
his only place of recreation. It means. un- 
skilled employment—or unemployment—for 
adults, and truancy and delinquency for juve- 
niles. It means all manner of health and 
social problems. With automation reducing 
employment opportunities for the unskilled, 
the problem may become more difficult be- 
fore it is solved—which is all the more rea- 
son for giving it more attention than it is 
getting. 

There is no ready way of stemming the 
migration from rural slum to urban slum. 
And in a Sense, it is a tribute to the regenera- 
tive powers of the cities that so many people 
can be successfully absorbed. It is up to the 
cities—with whatever help they can get from 
the national and state governments—to care 
for these migrants, not merely on the ele- 
mentary level of relief but also by finding 
ways of arousing in them those attitudes to- 
ward urban life which in the past have made 
it a way of cultural and economic opportunity.

Hoffa’s Transport Combine 


Teamster Chief Quietly Builds Potent Alliance of Unions-in Transportation Field

WASHINGTON 
The grand alliance of transporta- 
tion’ unions that Teamster President 
James R. Hoffa proclaimed last year, 
then appeared to abandon after out- 
cries of alarm, has quietly become 
an all-but-accomplished fact. 
Largely unnoticed, Mr. Hoffa and 
key collaborators have put together 
basic pieces of the combine—enough 
of them to indicate that an unprece- 
dented Teamster-led monopoly is 
taking shape. The transport combine 
. will have greater 
power to bargain, 
to organize and to 
strike than do its- 
unions operating 
on their own. 
Whether or not 
this power is ever 
called into full 
play—as, say, in a 
national transportation strike — the 
mere fact of its existence will make 
the combine formidable for employ- 
ers and for the public at large. 


Here’s the status of the assembly 
operation so far: 

Mr. Hoffa’s own truck drivers are 
now firmly linked with longshore- 
men and seamen’s unions on both 
coasts, These allies include Joe Cur- 
ran’s AFL-CIO National Maritime 
Union, with 40,000 members sailing 
out of Atlantic and Pacific coasts, as 
well as the Great Lakes; Harry 
Bridges’ independent International 
Longshoremen’s and Warehouse- 
men’s Union, numbering 70,000 dock 
workers and warehousemen on the 
Pacific Coast and in Hawaii; and 
Capt. William Bradley’s independent 
International Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, with 52,000 dock hands on 
the Atlantic coast. 

Another dock union, holding sway 
on the increasingly-important Great 
Lakes, is boxed in to the point where 
it may have to join the Hoffa league 
or be squeezed out of business. 

Mr. Hoffa has built a strong tie 
with one air transport union, the

5000-man Flight Engineers, and is 
flirting with the airline stewardesses 
union; he also has tasted success in 
a drive to enlist in the Teamsters the 
men who work in and around the 
nation’s biggest airports. 

And within two years, one top 
truck union strategist. predicts, the 
growing’ power of this combine will 
attract at least some of the stand- 
offish railroad hrotherhoods—despite

the rail unions’ steadfast denials. 
“They know there’s not a ghost of 
a chance that we'd go along with 
them,” insists one railroad union of- 
ficial. 

What has developed so far may not 
be a complete “Conference on Trans- 
portation Unity” on the 50-union 
scale envisioned last year, but it’s 
close enough to convince Mr. Hoffa 
that success can’t elude him. 

“We already have the nucleus set 
up with the Teamsters and the mari- 
time unions,” he declares. “Eventual- 
ly, the others—including rail and 
air—will see the advantages of this 
co-operation afd they’ll want in too.” 


Even now, without the railroad un- 
ions, the combined power of the un- 
ions already allied is enough to halt 
the flow of much of the nation’s 
commerce if they all decided to 
strike simultaneously. If the combine 
reaches full flower, this paralytic 
power would become complete. 


Mr. Hoffa naturally scoffs at any 
such possibility: “Talk of a. national 
transportation tie-up is nonsense,” 
he snaps. The Teamster chief argues 
such a step would be “self-destruc- 
tiv>,” figuring Congress would ram 
through legislation to stop the strike. 


Asa practical matter, anyway, Mr. 


Hoffa and his allies expect to achieve 


their ends. without having to resort 


to such extremes. Local or regional 
tie-ups would be more likely. The 


combine might, say, close down the 
Port of New York or cut off sup- 
plies to the island of Puerto Rico to 
back up demands of one union. Or 
it might merely move against a sin- 
gle employer group at a time in any 
one area, “The only way to win a 
strike,” contends the Teamster chief, 
“is to shut one group down and let 
potential competitors operate.” 


How will George Meany. and the 
AFL-CIO react to the developing 
transport combine? Some transpor- 
tation unionists argue it doesn’t make 
any difference what the federation 
says now. Some unions with Team- 
ster pacts ignored last summer’s 
AFL-CIO edict to cancel them, they 
say, and the federation hasn’t done 
anything more about it. 


On the other hand, Mr. Meany 
made such a point of outlawing pacts 
with expelled unions that he can 
hardly ignore these new develop- 
ments, some federation officials say. 
The issue undoubtedly will come up 
at the next. AFL-CIO Executive 
Council meeting in Washington May 
18.\At that time, too, the council may 
consider whether to re-admit the ex- 
pelled I.L.A. If the longshore union 
is welcomed back, after trafficking 
with Mr: Hoffa, it would be taken 
as a sign that the AFL-CIO no longer 
objects to such behavior.

To the hundreds of bowlers 
who scored well but did not 
rank among the leaders, the 
important news’ was the low- 
in-the-money totals. While 
these figures are unofficial, 
those who shot the following 
scores or better will probably 
receive a check in the near 
future: Open Team — 2746; 
Booster Team—2659; Doubles 
~—1091; Singles—555; and All- 
Events (for those who entered 
this division)—1721. 


Colorful Episodes. 


For those who followed the 
tournament closely, the 1959 


A.B.C. had been a series of |- 


colorful episodes. Some were 
important because of the time 
at which they occurred, some 
stood out because they would 
obviously be of importance in 
years to come, and others were 
memorable because of -some 
little touch of melodrama at- 
tached to them. 

Here were a few: 

The tournament’s first head- 
line heroes were ‘the bowlers 
on the Metropolitan Clothing 
club, of Dayton, O., who took 
the Open Team lead with a 
2955. . .- . Some 40 quintets 
were to surpass them in the 
days ahead. 

On Feb. 20 the tournament’s 
first 3000 was rolled by the 
Allgauer Restaurants of Chi- 
cago, who hit the three-grand 
mark on the nose. It was the 
first of 31 scores of 3000 or 
better, a new record. 

A pair of brothers who had 
never teamed ,in the A.B.C. 
doubles.before, Chicago’s Glenn 
and Bob Gersch, took the lead 
in that event on Feb. 21 with 
1316. Nobody expected the to- 
tal to hold up long, but it did 
until March 30. 

Pfeiffers Come to Town. 


Easily the most dramatic 24 
hours of the meet occurred be- 
tween the afternoons of Feb. 
25 and 26. It was late on the 
25th that St. Louis’s Bill Pace 
took the singles lead with 743, 
a better score than that which 
won the previous year’s A.B.C. 
That night, however, the De- 
troit Pfeiffers stole Pace’s glory 
by breaking the oldest record 
in the tournament books when 
they rolled 3243. It was in 1938 
that the Birk team of Chicago 
shot 3234, and nobody had 
equaled it since. 

The captain of the Pfeiffer 
team, “Eddie Lubanski, com- 
pleted the job of sidelining 
Pace the following afternoon 
‘when he took the singles lead 
‘with 764 and at the same time 
shattered the all-events record 
by totaling 2116 for his nine 
games. Previous record holder 
Jim Spalding, of Louisville, 
was in the stands as Lubanski 
surpassed his 2088.

Rousing welcome greeted 


Second of three articles 
which tell the story of the 
trip made by the Fifty-niners 
from their homes in Michi- 
gan to Alaska, where they 
expect to settle as homestead- 
ers. The writer, a Detroit 
newspaperman, accompanied 
the expedition.

HOMER, Alaska, April 27. 


IF YOUR TRUCK won't pull 
a house trailer up an ice slick 
mountain grade on the Alaska 
Highway, get 20 men behind 
the trailer and push. 

That’s the way the Fifty- 
niners made a dozen of the 
meanest hills on the road to 
Alaska. 

They were stuck, they spun 
out, they jackknifed into snow- 
banks innumerable times. But 
they. never called for a wrecker 
or asked an outsider for a tow. 
They pulled themselves out of 
the ditches and up the last slip- 
pery feet of summit with four- 
wheel drive trucks—they had 
two in the convoy. Or they got 
out and shoveled and sanded 
and pushed, . 

As they rolled north into the 
Yukon Territory at Watson 
Lake, over roads that were sel- 
dom free of fresh-fallen snow, 
they learned the highway, how 
to drive it, how to respect it. 

And by the time they reached 
Whitehorse, they were like a 
herd of horses that smells the 
end of the road. They rolled 
the 383 miles from Whitehorse 


‘to Alaska in a single day, over 


one of the roughest highways 
in the world. 
‘Wednesday night, March 25, 


Fifty-Niners as the motor caravan of the perrpecre home- 


steaders reached Anchorage. 


they spent at Scotty creek 
lodge, five miles west of the 
Canadian border. And they 
were four people, two vehicles 
and one more house trailer 
stronger. The newcomers, all 
from Detroit, had caught up 
in British Columbia and the 
Yukon. It boosted the total— 
and final—strength of the can- 
voy to 18 vehicles, six house 
trailers and 41 mén, women 
and children. 


They all reached Anchorage 
on Good Friday, after stopping 
to go to church in Palmer, 
center of the Matanuska valley 
where Alaska agriculture has 
matured from a government- 
sponsored colony in 1935. 


Their procession into An- 
chorage was triumphal. Es- 
corted by state and city po- 
lice, with fire sirens blowing, 
with theirown United States 
and Alaska flags flying, they 
drove in tight formation 
through crowds to the front 
of the City Hall to end a 
4500-mile trip. 


There was a red carpet lead- 
ing to the welcome stand. 

There were welcome speeches 
from leading business men, the 
Mayor, a representative of the 
Alaska railroad—from all those 
who are anxious to see Alas- 
ka’s population boom. 

And there were free din- 
ners, lunches, breakfasts; the 
hospitality of private homes; 


the advantages of laundries, 
hair dressers, the Y.M.C.A., all 
examples of the hospitality of 
a frontier boom town. 

It was heady and exciting 
ahd inviting. But leader Marino 
Sik cut short the luxury. He 
led his crew seuth to a base 
camp on the Kenai peninsula, 
107 miles away from city temp- 
tations, to get at the business 
at hand. 

“We came here to home- 


stead,” he said. 


It was possible that this goal 
was going to be made easier by 
a regulation unused since 1946, 
one that may permit the pio- 
neersto settle ae on the 
peninsula. 

Representative William Ss. 
Broomfield (Rep.), Michigan, 
said a search by the Bureau of 
Land Management had revealed 
existence of a provision which 
in effect permits the setting 
aside of a block of federal land 
for group filing. 

“This would seem to give a 
green light for Michigan’s 
Fifty-niners,” Broomfield said 
ihn Washington. “I’m really de- 
lighted at the news.” 

Despite the finding of this 
regulation which may help 
them, and the heart-warming 
reception at Anchorage, all 
was not sweetness and light 
for the newcomers. Underly- 
ing reason was that the aver- 
age Alaskan is a skeptic. Sure, 
he’s friendly. He’s neighborly. 
He smiles readily. 


The ABC’s of Tornadoes 


By Joseph L. Myler 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (UPI) 

SO FAR 1959 has been a 
normal tornado year — worse 
than some, not as bad as 
others. 

How it will wind up ¢an only 
be guessed. But judging by the 
past one thing is certain: Na- 
ture’s most terrifying “‘sudden- 
death” storm will kill scores of 
Americans this year. and _ de- 
stroy millions of dollars worth 
of property. 

Weather Bureau records for 


1916-through-1958 show an 
average of 2084 tornado 
deaths. 


Field reports show that 55 
twisters struck United States 
communities in the first three 
months of 1959, These included 
11 in January, 14 in February, 
and 30 in March. 

The first quarter total of 55 
compares with 50 for the same 
period in 1955; 81 in 1956; 62 
in 1958, and 52 last year. 

The Weather Bureau issues 
two' kinds of tornado reports: 
Forecasts of tornado conditions 
and warnings of actual tornado 
sightings. But it says: 

“Tt is not possible to predict 
the exact spot where a tornado 
will develop, just as it is not 
possible to détermine where a 
bolt of lighting will strike.” 

Here are some questions and 
answers about tornadoes based 
on information from the 
Weather Bureau: 


Q. What is a tornado? . 

A. A violent local storm of 
rapidly whirling winds. Usually 
recognizable as a funnel-shaped 
cloud dipping down from a 
thunder-cloud. Sounds “‘like the 
‘roaring of hundreds of air- 
planes.” It is “one of the 
smallest and most dangerous 
of all storms.” 


Q. How dangerous isa tor- 
nado? 

A. Tornadoes on the average 
kill more than 200 persons each 
year in this country. But the 
chances of a tornado striking 
any particular spot “is extreme- 
ly small.” The average tornado 
path is only 16 miles long and 
less than a quarter. of a mile 
wide. 


Q. How do tornadoes form? 

A. Usually in connection 
with thunderstorms, especially 
those that produce hail. Some- 


times more than one tornado 
forms from the same storm— 
a primary twister and one or 
more lesser ones. 


Q. What kind of general 
weather conditions breed tor- 
nadoes? 

A. There must be air layers 
of contrasting temperature, 
moisture, density and windflow 
traits. Cool dry air from the 
west or northwest moves over 
warm, moist surface air. 


Q. Where do tornadoes oc- 
cur? 

A. In many parts of the 
world and all of the states in 
the United States. But “no 
place is more favorable than 
the central part of the United 
States.” 


Q. What is the U.S. tornado 
season? 

A. Tornado numbers usually 
build up in February through 
the eastern Gulf states and 
reach a peak in this area in 
March, The -increase “spreads 
northeastward” to reach a peak 
in Iowa and Kansas during 
May and June. From July un- 
til January the number rapidly 
declines for the country as a 
whole. 


Q. What was the biggest tor- 
nado year? 

A. An all-time high of 924 
tornadoes was reported in 
1957. The smallest number of 
any year back to 1916 was 64 
in 1919. Weather Bureau of-

Q. At what hour do torna- 
does strike? 

A. Any hour of the day or 
night. But they seem to form 
most readily in the hours just 
after the hottest parts of the 
day. Farty-three per cent oc- 
cur between 3 p.m. and 7 p.m.; 
82 per cent between noon and 
midnight. The greatest number 
have been reported for the in- 
‘dividual hours of 4 p.m. to 5 
p.m. and 5 p.m, to 6-p.m. Those 
two hours account for 23 per 
cent. 


Q. What kind of forecasts 
are possible? 

A. It is possible to identify 
areas about 20,000 square miles 
in size where “there is a reas- 
onable possibility that ‘torna- 
does will occur.” Radar is one 
of the best means of doing 
this. 


Q. Where do such forecast 
originate? 

A. They are prepared for the 
entire country at the Weather 
Bureau’s severe local storm 
forecasting center in Kansas 
City. Forecasts are carried by 
radio and television stations in 
and near threatened areas up 
to six hours in advance. Civil 
Defense, Red Cross, State po- 
lice, Sheriffs, and others also 
help relay the forecasts. 


Q. What do these forecasts 
accomplish? 

A. They alert . volunteer 
storm reporters, poliee, and the 
public to look for tornadoes if 
the sky becomes threatening. 
The public should get ready to 
go to a place of safety if a 
tornado is sighted or if a warn- 
ing is issued that one is ap- 
proaching. 


Q, What is a tornado warn- 
ing, as contrasted with a fore- 
cast? 

A. A,warning is an announce- 
ment that a tornado has ac- 
tually been seen. It is made 
possible by “public-spirited 
people who promptly notify the 
nearest Weather Bureau of- 
fice.” The bureau then issues 
warnings giving the storm’s lo- 
cation and the direction it is 

moving. This is the signal for 
everyone in its path to take 
shelter.

But he’s heard a lot about 
big ideas, new schemes, life- 
time dreams.

Bolshoi Ballet Revisited. 


NEW YORK, April 27. 

I WENT to the Metropolitan Opera House the other 
evening to see “Swan Lake” danced by the visiting Bolshoi 
Ballet. When in the Soviet Union we were unfortunate in 
not seeing the full Bolshoi Ballet, because the theater was 
closed during our visits in 1957 and 1958. But we did see 
“Swan Lake” given in Leningrad and in Moscow and en- 
joyed it very much, 


Inevitably, when one has already seen a per- 
formance of a work, one compares each step of the 
new performance with the impression one has had 
before, and it seemed to me the other night that 
the first and third acts were not as good here as 
they were in the Soviet Union. Nevertheless, the 
performance here as a whole was remarkable. The 
second act had a delicacy and charm which it 
seems to me one could not improve upon. Nina 
Timofeyeva is a finished and beautiful performer, 
and I think the evening was a very rewarding one 
for all who attended. The Bolshoi sets a standard 
of ballet which it would be hard for any group to 
live up to. 


I am very grateful for having been able to get the 
tickets to see this performance. Incidentally, I think it is 
good for us New Yorkers to be obliged to be on time. It 
evidently has a very good effect on audiences when they 
know they cannot get in after the first curtain goes up: 
People were hurrying five minutes before the opening, and 
everyone was in his seat at the appointed time, 


EVER SINCE the meeting in Washington -last winter 
on the problems of farm labor in general, and migratory 
labor in particular, I have been ‘anxious to know what, 
changes are being suggested. I now find that Secretary 
James Mitchell of the Department of Labor has circulated 
proposed new regulations for warm workers. These regula- 
tions do not affect the hired hands of family-type farms; 
but they do affect. workers on the big farms which are 
practically large businesses. 


The circulation of these new regulations was 
done to obtain views and recommendations on 
them. After consultation with various Government 
and semi-Government groups in states where farm 
labor is most extensively used, Secretary Mitchell 
is planning a hearing in Washington early in June 
where all can present their ideas. Apparently, any 
change in the present situation for farm workers 
is opposed by the narrow and‘extremely conserva-— 
tive farm groups, and the, Secretary now is being 
pressured in the usual way by wires, telephone 
calls and letters from those who want no changes. 


Yet it was very obvious, when one listened to the farm — 
workers at the Washington. meeting, that some changes 
were absolutely essential. Why anyone should not want 
a public hearing and discussion of this situation, which 
touches so many people, is hard to understand. I hope 
there will be sufficient pressure from those who are really 
interested in raising standards and conditions of farm la- 
bor, so that these hearings may be held.
